ST. LOUIS, Aug. 31.—()—Eleven 
persons were known to have been 
killed and approximately thirty were 
‘injured early tonight when the “Texas 
Special” of the St. Louis-San Fran- 
‘cisco railroad was derailed at Osage 
‘Falls, about ten miles west of here, 
‘in St. Louis county. After an exami- 
‘nation, Dr. John O'Connell, coroner of 
St. Louis county, said the derailment 
was caused by a large pile of . rock 
placed on the rail. 

The accident occurred about, 500 feet 
‘east of the Osage Mills station. The 
train, which left St. Louis at 6:30 
p. m., for Fort Worth, Dallas and San 
Antonio, Texas, was traveling about 
'40 miles an hour when the locomotive 
‘and three conches left the rails and 
-everturned. The other coaches alse 
left the rails, but did not overturn, 
‘reports indicated. 

The known dead include Engineer 
Krnest. ‘I’. White, of Maplewood, Mo. ; 
his fireman, and five persons whose 
bolies were removed from the first 
coach, Four other bodies were eaught

[ have been driving over the state and 
at all times of night,” Mr. Perry said. 
“I have been amazed to find 
alarming frequency of efforts at bur- 
glary in stopping automobiles on the 
streets and highways. On account of 
the fact that a vast majority of the 
travel by the citizens of our state 
between points in Georgia is done by 
automobile and as much at night as 
in the daytime, the ever possible dan- 
ser of highway robbery of this travel 
by automobile calls for jmmediate 
handling along legislative lines to the 
extent that it be effectively stopped. 

In the earlier days of the state of 
Texas, horse and cattle stealing be- 
came so genergl, the state was forced 
to pass drastic legislation. The only 
thing that was found to serve as a 
complete stop was to make the of- 
fense punishable by death. Imme- 
diately on the passage of such a law 
this crime ceased. I sincerely believe 
that the same punishment should be 
enacted into law at this time as a 
proper punishment for any one who 
will undertake to hold up for the 
purpose of robbing, or robbing people 
traveling by automobile over the high- 
ways in Georgia, day or night. It is 
frequently necessary that a lady or 
ladies, unaccompanied, are forced to 
travel over the highways by automo- 
biles, and at the present time they 
take their very lives in their hands 
when they do so. Accordingly, I favor 
immediate legislation along the line 
just stated. 

“Another l@w that we should have 
written into our criminal laws is 
this: Any person who shall burglar- 
ize a residence or other place used for 
sleeping quarters, if occupied at the 
time of such burglary, shall be pun- 
ished by death, or on recommendation 
of the trial jury, the sentence shall 
be commuted to life imprisonment.

Industnal power rates are lower on the ... rage in the South than 
in any other section of the nation, excepting oniy the Pacific coast, and 
. Georgia's industrial power rates are lower than those of any other state 
in the South. (The Pacific coast is favored by nature over all other sec- 
tions in the matter of an abundance of water power in the great rivers 
rushing down from the mountains to the ocean.) 


In a comparison of industrial power rates in all cities of over 100,- 
600 population in the nation, Atlanta stands eighth in low rates. Of the 
seven cities with lower industrial power rates than Atlanta, one is Buf- 
falo, which has Niagara Falls at its doorstep, and the other six are all 
Pacific coast cities with their abundance of hydro-electric power—Se- 
attle, Spokane, Los Angeles, Portland, Oakland and San Francisco. 

Again Atlanta’s low rates—and the same industrial power rates pre- 
vail over most of Georgia—are the more remarkable because they are 
strikingly lower than the rates charged in most of the cities which are 
recognized as the nation’s industrial centers. 

Athens, Ga., for example, has an average industrial power rate 
lower than that of any industrial city in the nation with the exception 
only of the seven cities listed above. é

Splendid Progress Made 


In Dairying, 


Declares Ross 


The progress made in the dairy 
business around Atlanta since the 
days of the World War encampments 
would astonish any Atlanta person 
who has given little or no thought to 
where their milk comes from. 

The rigid inspection given the few 
dairies here during the time so many 
soldiers were in training around At- 
lanta started several of the best ones 
here oh the right road. and the high 
praise the government health inspec- 
tors gave this territory fer being so 
free of unhealthy spots and ideal for 
dairying purposes has done more than 
any other one thing to start more 
people in the dairy business. 

Not long after the war was over 
many farmers who had one or two 
cows brought a little milk. butter and 
eggs to Atlanta when it was conven- 
ient, bought a few more cows and 
started in the dairy business in a 
small way. Then the state and coun- 
ty health officials told them many 
more things they would have to do, 


were producing milk beyond =the 
standards as required by health as- 
sociations. 

There are now in Fulton, DeKalb 
and adjoining counties abeut 185 
dairymen who three or more years 
ago formed what is known as. the 
Georgia Pure Milk League, and the 
members of this league go far be- 
yond the 26 points of sanitation 
which the Fulton County Health As- 
sociation requires, 

The Georgia Ptire Milk League ap- 
points two of its own members to 
serve free of: cost as its own inspec- 
tors, to visit all other members dur- 
ing the three-month period and make 
reports how they find things around 
their own fellow members’ dairies. 
They work like bank examiners— 
that is, they do not issue any very 
loud proclamations about what day or 
hour they will call on their inspee- 
tion visits. 

“We believe by these quarterly in- 
spections,” says C. J. Ross, president 


of the association, “they will add 
much to the state and county inspec- 


tions frequently made and that our 


members will get the fullest benefit 
of belonging to our association. - In 
the first place, no one of our mem- 
bers would have the temerity to call 
and inspect his fellow member’s dairy 
if he himself had not jirst put his 
own in the best of condition.

The dairyman of todav and especi- 
ally those composing the George Pure 
Milk League, declared Mr. Ross 
should not be confused with the old
